The measure, allowing cuts of 
$500,000,000, passed by both con- 
gressional branches and signed by 
Speaker’ Rainey last week, was 
headed for the White House soon 
after the Senate met. Garner’s 
signing had to be deferred over the 
week-end because of the Senate 


recess. 
Much was. ready for starting the 
huge savings, with some orders 


drawn up and others awaiting final 
approval, The effect of the law, 
giving the president great authori- 
ty over veterans’ payments and 
government salaries, may begin to 
show itself before the month is out. 

Orders by the president himself 
were required to make most of the 
reductions. 

However, in preparation for the 
bill’s enactment, the veterans’ ad- 
ministration last week ordered its 
field stations to discontinue awards 
in veterans’ cases. It also suspend- 
ed all admissions to veterans’ 
homes and hospitals, except those 
of emergency nature. 

Under the bill the president has 
the power to fix new regulations 
and new limits of eligibility for 
pensions, compensations, ete. This 
clause will remove thousands from 
the rolls and will prevent addition 
of thousands more. . 

Except for men permanently dis- 
abled, hospital and domiciliary care 
will be limited to those whose ail- 
ments were actually caused by war 
service. Pensions for civil war or 
previous service will be cut 10 per 
cent flat, Only those emergency 
officers who saw service and were 
injured during the actual World 
War period will be allowed’ further 
retirement pay, 

All provisions of existing law 
under which ailments are presum- 
ed to be of war origin, if develop- 


‘ed within so many years after the 


war, are now out. 

In addition the president is au- 
thorized, after investigation of the 
cost of living, to cut’ all federal 
salaries except those fixed by the 
constitution, by as much as 15 per 


‘cent.

THRU HEART IN REVENGE PLOT) 


ANDALUSIA, Ala., March 18.— 
The mutilated body of Will Tub- 
berville, 45, forest rider for the 
Jackson Lumber Company of Lock- 
hart, was found early today in a 
wood a half mile across the Gene- 
va County Line, near Hacoda, by 
a searching party after an all-night 
hunt, He had been shot twice 
through the heart and there were 
indications an automobile had been 
driven over his body several times. 

When Tubberville failed to re- 
turn to the lumber company head- 
quarters last night, after supervis- 
ing the fighting of a forest fire 
near the county line, a search was 
instituted and his body was found 
at daybreak today. 

Five empty .82 caliber pistol 
cartridges were found near his 
body, and his pistol, of the same 
ealiber, was missing. Officers said 
that Tubberville probably was slain 
somewhere else and his body placed 
in the spot where it was found by 
the searchers. 

Sheriff Tom Gantt, of Covington 
County, and Sheriff J. A. Driver, 
of Geneva, launched an jmmediate 
investigation but late last night no 
arrests had been made.  Blood- 
hounds from Kilby Prison at Mont- 
gomery were brought to the scene 
today in an airplane that landed 


at Lockhart, about 30 miles from 


here. 

Rewards totaling several hun- 
dred dollars have been offered for 
apprehension of the slayer. D. 
Hamp, State forester for the An- 
dalusia District, announced that his 
department had offered a $200 re- 
ward, while the Jackson Lumber 
Company officials said they would 
offer a “substantial” reward. 

A coroner’s jury empanelled ear- 
ly today by Coroner J, M. Thomas, 
of Geneva County, investigated the 
slaying and fixed the time of death 
at approximately midnight, or 
about five hours before the body 
was found, Tubberville had been 
out with the fire fighting expedi- 
tion until about 11 p.m., Friday, 
at which time the flames had been 
brought under control. 

No motive for the slaying could 
be advanced by officers investigat- 
ing the case, 

Tubberville lived about five miles 
east of Green Bay, in Covington 
County. Hacoda is just across the 
line in Geneva County, about 30 
miles from Andalusia. Lockhart, 
where the Jackson Lumber Compa- 
ny is located, is near Florala on 
the Alabama-Florida line, 

Surviving Tubberville is a 14- 
year-old son, Stacy. The forest 
rider was well known in this sec- 
tion and had many friends who 


have joined in the hunt for his 
slayer or slayers.

to plant over but we always have 
corn to sell. If you ever make a 
good corn crop when you plant 
late you should not tell it, as you 
might cause your children to make 
a failure trying to do the same 
thing, If you have not planted 
your corn, then do so at once, as 
it is getting mighty late to plant. 
I realize that you can make good 
corn planted in April but 1 have 
observed that those who have corn 
to sell every Spring are the ones 
who plant early. I believe in fol- 
lowing or taking advice from the 
man who succeeds with the things 
Um interested in, So plant now 
if you have not already done so.

know of some men who have plant- 
ed their beans but I doubt the wis- 
dom of planting beans this early. 
Of course, the nature of the soil is 
an important factor in deciding 
when to plant your beans, If your 
soil is high and dry and not too 
fertile it is all right to plant your 
beans now but if your soil is fer- 
tile or damp natured jt is too early. 
Of course, it all depends on how 
many beans you want to make. I’ve 
never known of a good farmer 
making too many beans. If you 
wish to make a quantity of beans 
per acre it is best to plant them 
forty days after you plant your 
corn. If your corn can get forty 
days start on our beans the beans 
will not choke your corn out, If 
you need a quantity of beans plant 
them forty to fifty days later than 
the corn. A good farmer grows 
beans abundantly, 

What about those early plants | 
talked to you about? Have you 
grown them? I hope you have. 
It is very necessary that you have 
a hot bed or boxes to grow cab- 
bage, tomatoes, ezg plants and the 
like. We simply must use our 
heads as well as our hands, A 
farmer who does not have a hot 
bed for his sweet potatoes is too 
slow for this day and time. 

Sallie has all her plants ready 
to put out and she has had me at 
work for several days putting out 
lot fertilizer. Sallie will not have 
horse lot fertilizer under any of 
her crops. It must be cow lot fer- 
tilizer or we go to the woods for 
rotten leaves. Sallie says horse 
lot fertilizer is good to make a 
hot bed or cotton but she will not 
have it in her garden. T’ve found 
out by experience that Sallie is 
right, as usual. 

It is now time to shut up your 
hogs. The next ninety days will 
determine your hog crop. A good 
farmer will have green corn ready 
for his hogs in ninety days. It is 
possible to have green corn by the 
first week in June if you plant and 
fertilize it correctly.

From now 
to the 15th of June is the time 
we must feed dry feed to our hogs. 
Do not allow your pigs to lose a 
pound in weight, but instead push 
them all the time, It may cost 
you just a little to get feed for 
the next ninety days, but it will 
pay you to get it and push your 
hogs.

T told you last week that T would 
make a suggestion soon as to how 
we might remedy our poverty- 
stricken condition. Interest is the 
viper that is sucking the very life 
blood from our financial existence. 
It takes 8% billion dollars each 
year to pay the interest on what 
we owe and there is not that much 
actual cash in circulation. How 
can We carry on? We all owe 154 
billion dollars and we have about 
5 cents in the dollar to pay it 
with. It is a physical impessibility 
for us to pay all we owe, much 
less the interest on it. We could 
not afford to repudiate these debts 
but if we do not do something they 
cannot be paid. I say stop the 
interest on all existing debts. [pr 
one owed me I’d be glad to get 
the principal and let the interest 
go. All new matters could bear 
interest if we agreed to pay it. If 
this was done we could at least 
hope to pay what we owe some 
day, but as it is, how can we hope 
to pay the principal when we can- 
not even pay the interest? If the 
farmer is to have a new deal why 
not give him one like this?—stop 
the accumulation of interest on all 
existing debts, exempt 160 acres of 
land from all taxes, forbid the giv- 
ing of mortgages on the home 
lands, and fix it so no lien can be 
given, created or maintained 
against the home except for the 
original purchase price of same. 
Then fix a sales tax and an income 
tax sufficient to operate the Gov- 
ernment and the farmer will be 
able to stand his hand at any time. 
Believe me, a new deal of this kind 
would save the farmer, stabilize 
the Government and would make 
the man pay who has and spends 
the money, In my opinion, this 
would be a real relief, and it would 
last a long time. If this country 
ever thrives again it will be when 
the individual homes thrive, and 
this plan will bring prosperity back 
to the homes of this great land.

Aplin, 36, of Covington County, 
were in the Geneva County jail 


today facing murder charges in the 
slaying of 


Will Tubberville, 389, 
forest ranger for the Jackson Lum- 
ber Co., whose body was found rid- 
near the Geneva-Covington 
County line Saturday morning. 

Jackson patrols woods on the 
State reservation near Geneva, 
while Aplin is a farmer and during 
forest fires in the Geneva section 
is employed as an extra fire fight- 
er. Both men had worked with 
Tubberville the night preceding 
his slaying when the latter direct- 
ed a fight ‘against several small 
fires on the land is in his charge, 
according to Geneva County of- 
ficials, 

Aplin, while a recident of Cov- 
ington County, lived near the place 
where Tubberville’s body was 
found. Neither he nor Jackson has 
made any statement in reference 
to Tubberville’s death, other than 
to deny any part in the slaying, 
officers said. 

A warrant for a third person, 
believed involved in the slaying 
of the forest ranger, is understood 
to have been issued,
